I'd also like to 
thank outgoing Directors Bill Price, Ingrid Lindskog, and Alan LaVergne for 
completing their terms on the Board, and Debra LaVergne for her service as 
Parliamentarian.

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Convention Board Review 2010

The Gesneriad Society held its 54th Annual Convention at the Radisson 
Vancouver Airport Hotel in Richmond, British Columbia, Canada. President 
Peter Shalit led the Society's Board at its June 29 and July 3 meetings. The 
annual meeting of the General Membership convened on Friday, July 2. 


The Board elected the following officers to two-year terms ending in 
2012: Paul Susi, First Vice-President; Becky Fontes, Treasurer; and Kathy 
Spissman, Corresponding Secretary. The other three officers continue in their 
current positions for another year. There were two changes to Committee 
Chairs. Dariane Joshlin will oversee Insurance. After serving 15 years as 
Chair of Shows and Judging, Ben Paternoster stepped down leaving big 
shoes to fill. Arleen Dewell succeeds him. 


The Board approved new standing rules to clarify the convention cancel- 
lation and refund policy and to expand the responsibilities of the 
Development Committee, which includes executing fund-raising plans and 
activities for the Society as well as updating the list of Funds eligible to par- 
ticipate. In other actions, the Board approved next year's Nominating 
Committee with Kathy Spissman as Chair and finalized and approved the 
Society's 2010 budget. Susan Grose filled in for Treasurer Becky Fontes who 
was unable to attend. 


Molly Schneider presented 2010 Awards of Appreciation to Doris 
Brownlie and Bill Price at the General Membership meeting. See the article 
on page 36 of this issue. 


The Membership voted to accept the Nominating Committee's slate of 
Directors for the three-year term ending in 2013: Susan Grose, Nancy Kast, 
Peter Shalit, Kathy Spissman, Paul Susi, Tim Tuttle, and Beverley Williams. 


At the General Membership Meeting on Friday, July 2, the Board's pro- 
posal to amend the Bylaws regarding categories of membership (see 
GESNERIADS 2Q10 page 6) was discussed and ultimately tabled. The Board 
plans to come up with a different approach to updating the existing member- 
ship categories. At the Board Meeting on Saturday, July 3, the Board did 
vote (per its prerogative in the current Bylaws) to establish two new mem- 
bership categories: Joint Membership and Joint Life Membership.

O Canada — What a Great Convention!

Every convention is an adventure, but our Pacific Northwest experience 
began when my friend Julie Mavity-Hudson and I took the train from just 
south of Seattle, Washington to Vancouver, British Columbia. What a lovely 
way to travel! From our big, comfortable seats we watched the miles of 
northwestern countryside and Pacific coastline roll by. There was also plenty 
of room for luggage and plants. We agreed that we would definitely consider 
rail for future convention (and other) travel. 


Our hotel was in the predominantly Asian area of Richmond, BC, just 
across the North Arm of the Fraser River from the city of Vancouver. On 
Tuesday, while my roommates attended the Board of Directors meeting, I 
started the day with a walk around the corner to Tim Horton's, the Canadian 
coffee and pastry chain about which I had been obsessing since my last trip 
to Canada two years ago. Since I ate there several times during the week, I 
should be okay for another year or so (plus, I did buy a Tim Horton's mug.) 
When the board let out for lunch, Julie, Molly, Pam, and I headed across the 
road to the food court of Aberdeen Centre, but it wasn't your mother's mall 
food! The choices ranged from Vietnamese to Korean to many kinds of 
Chinese to crepes rolled up like ice cream cones. But the food service that 
had the strangest name was "Beard Papa's." It turns out to be a largely US 
franchise — and they serve cream puffs. The mall itself was very much like 
malls everywhere (or at least everywhere I've been) except for the abundance 
of Chinese characters, and the fact that a few of the stores were ... unusual. 
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There was Voodoo Palace that sold nothing but key fobs that were voodoo 
dolls, and Cube, Inc., a mini-mall in the most minute sense: Every shop was 
an 18"X18"x18" cube and there were at least 100 of them. But the hit for all 
convention attendees who wandered in there had to be the Japanese chain 
store Daiso where everything was $2 Canadian unless otherwise marked. 
They had really nice Asian-design vases and flower pots, dishes, hardware, 
you name it. Personally, I bought socks. 


Tuesday evening we boarded buses for Bill Price's home in the hills of 
West Vancouver. The ride gave us a great opportunity to see downtown 
Vancouver, a lot of attractive suburbs, and a bit of Stanley Park — a heavily 
forested urban park that is larger than New York's Central Park. Our gracious 
hosts Bill and his partner Brian Murfitt were assisted by local chapter mem- 
bers and Bill's office manager (who also baked cookies!). They laid out a 
great spread of salmon, barbecue, and salad so we could eat and stroll around 
their beautifully landscaped yard and through the multiple levels of their art 
deco home that spills down the slope. 


Something else that spills down are Bill's plants. They spill down from 
every nook and cranny. Of course, there are the obligatory plant stands, but 
their house is also blessed with many skylights draped with airy epiphytes 
such as Rhipsalis and ferns, and more substantial ones like Nematanthus 
fluminensis. A huge Medinilla dominates a corner window, and a fiddle-leaf 
fig (Ficus lyrata) makes its way up two stories in a stairwell. Curiously, his 
plants in the greenhouse and on the light stands weren't evenly spaced; there 
were big holes. Oh, that's right. He'd already removed his show plants. More 
about that later. In the fading light of a 10 p.m. northern sunset, we returned 
to the hotel to bed down early in preparation for a full day of meetings on 
Wednesday.

The first event after breakfast obviated any need to run to Tim Horton's 
for extra coffee. Laughter is a terrific stimulant. For the judges’ workshop, 
Ben Paternoster directed a talented troupe of improvisational comedians who 
portrayed types of various judging teams that we all want to avoid. Carolyn 
Conlin-Lane was brilliant as an over-bearing master judge who shut out the 
clerks. I loved Thad Scaggs' understated turn as a judge enamored of his own 
handwriting. All of the actors gave thoroughly enjoyable performances and, 
since I subsequently judged with three of them and they were wonderful to 
work with, I know they weren't typecast. 


After various afternoon meetings (Chapter Presidents, Newsletter 
Editors, etc.), the attendees gathered for a social hosted by the local chapter 
with hors d'oeuvres and drinks before dinner and the Gesneriads Hybridizers 
Association meeting. GHA highlighted the work of Canadian hybridizers, 
several of whom were in attendance. There's some spectacular work going on 
there, made all the more remarkable by the fact that, despite its impressive 
land mass, Canada's population of 33 million is less than the state of 
California. I'm trying to tell myself that it's those long northern nights when 
there's nothing much to do other than cross-pollinate gesneriads that leads to 
Canadians’ obvious expertise, but I don't know. Maybe it's the water. 


For our tour Thursday we went to the University of British Columbia's 
Botanical Garden. The day had started cold and drizzly, so there was the 
chance of disaster, but the rain held off for the most part, and we were able to 
enjoy the lovely grounds with flowering herbs, shrubs, and trees adapted to 
the cool, wet, and mild climate of southwest Canada. From there it was on to 
a very attractive nursery called "Southlands" which seems like a misnomer if 
you're from the southern part of the US. Lots of people bought things, includ- 
ing me. I purchased a nearly black petunia, and I would have bought a lot 
more if we'd been driving rather than flying. Then it was back to the hotel 
where those with show exhibits were busily preparing to get them through 
the various stages of entry. The rest of us went to lunch. 


And what a lunch Julie, Molly, and I had! We joined some friends who 
were accompanying Vincent Woo from Toronto to a Dim Sum (literally 
"little hearts" — the foods you love the most) restaurant next to the hotel. 
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Vincent, who is of Chinese extraction, speaks (though does not read) 
Cantonese, so he ordered for us, and told us all about the various dishes — 
how this one took many days to prepare, and another was his sister's favorite. 
We got a bunch of different dishes and all shared, and it was both delicious 
and educational and intimate. It was as if right in the middle of a fairly good- 
sized restaurant we had been invited into a friend's home. The wonderful 
tangential experiences are another aspect of conventions that I love. 


John R. Clark's presentation that evening recounted his adventures col- 
lecting in the Solomon Islands east of Papua New Guinea. John described 
himself (accurately, I think) as a cross between Indiana Jones and Gilligan, 
sO, aS one would expect from that combination, his talk was both informative 
and entertaining. John does something that I, as a scientist, really believe 
more scientists should do: He explains why he does what he does. Why study 
gesneriads? Because gesneriads are used by human beings as ornamentals, 
food, and medicine, and they're good models for the study of general evolu- 
tionary principals like pollination, seed dispersal, and adaptation to habitat. 


Plant sales opened as 9 p.m., but since my number was 97 (according to 
registration order) I didn't get in early enough to grab the rarer plants. The 
Vancouver Chapter had rented greenhouse space, so the locally grown plants 
were all extremely healthy and BIG! Despite the limited room in my lug- 
gage, I was still able to buy quite a few nice specimens that have survived 
the trip home and are doing well, thank you. Next year, my number's going 
to be a lot lower!

Flower Show 


The Flower Show judging Friday morning went smoothly due to the 
expertise of my fellow judges and our clerks who were also master judges. In 
fact, as I told Ben Paternoster who has just retired as Chair of Shows and 
Judging, I think the quality of Gesneriad Society judging has improved in the 
last few years. When I first became a student judge in 1992 or 1993, I saw 
some decisions (including some to which I was a party) that just didn't make 
sense. Now, I rarely see that. I see decisions I wouldn't have made the same 
way, but they're not irrational, and they're usually close like blue and red 
reversed. As long as judges are humans and not some sort of superior beings, 
it will ever be thus. 


And the show was amazing! Although smaller than I'd expected, the 
quality and diversity were magnificent. Remember those holes in Bill Price's 
plant collection that I supposed were missing show plants? Here they were in 
all their considerable glory! And there were excellent exhibits from other 
Canadian growers including fantastic new introductions from accomplished 
hybridizers of wonderful new variegated Sinningias and Sinningias with 
dark, richly textured foliage conferred by S. bullata parentage. Not to be for- 
gotten, the US contingent brought award-winning plants also, but was mostly 
represented in artistic and the arts where transportation was less of a chal- 
lenge. I'd say the show was a mirror of the country. Like Canada, it reflected 
great diversity and remarkable quality.

I enjoyed Vladimir Kalgin's talk about the development of gesneriad 
clubs in Russia, especially the pictures of the club meetings in his and 
Tatiana's African violet shop "Dom Fialki" ("Violet's home") and of the 
members' home-growing setups. There's a lot of exciting hybridizing being 
done in the former Soviet Union. He told us that Russians generally like big 
African violets with big flowers, so I'm imagining tire-sized plants with blos- 
soms the size of a human hand, but maybe they're not there yet. The 
Sinningia speciosa hybrids grown there, however, appear to be average size 
with huge, strikingly patterned flowers. Their regional club includes growers 
from Ukraine and Belorussia, and their shows get television coverage! That's 
a lot of progress in the brief time since the 1990's when the only place 
Muscovites could buy African violets was the Moscow Pet Market. 


Having not slept well the night before, I went back to our room to lie 
down just for a moment ... and proceeded to sleep through the next talk, 
"Cuban Gesneriads — Treasures of the Caribbean" so I rely on Julie Mavity- 
Hudson for a report. According to Julie, "John L. Clark gave a delightful, 
amusing, yet thought-provoking lecture on his research in Cuba. John took us 
through some of his interesting trips and discussed the nomenclature of sev- 
eral genera and how it is changing. He provided a historical perspective on 
the botanical research done in Cuba and shared the excitement of handling 
herbarium specimens that hadn't been touched in many years. He has made a 
number of trips to the island nation, yet ironically, though tensions between 
the US and Cuba have eased with the advent of the Obama administration, 
John and other scientists have been unable to get visas from Cuba to go 
back." 


After my nap I went on to participate in the Photography Committee's 
annual show documentation. Although I had checked my camera battery 
earlier that afternoon, it promptly went dead, so I was relegated to schlepping 
plants back and forth to the photography niches, which was fine as the team 
was short one of the usual schleppers. This made us late to the cocktail hour 
that precedes the Awards Banquet, but there was enough time to get a glass 
of wine and mingle before it was time to hear who'd won what in which 
category. 
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And the answer was ... Bill Price. Of course, there were other winners. 
Arleen Dewell won Runner-up to Sweepstakes with seven blue ribbons, 
which is saying a lot in a show of that quality. Jo Anne Martinez presented 
the awards to all winners. Just how many awards did Bill win? Let's put it in 
perspective. In the greater metropolitan area, six light rapid transit SkyTrains 
traveled from one station to the next. At Vancouver International Airport, 
seven planes landed or took off. Across Canada, nine babies entered the 
world and seven individuals breathed their last breath ... and all that hap- 
pened while Jo Anne was reading Bill's awards. To make it all the more 
amazing, members of the Vancouver African Violet and Gesneriad Society 
won those awards while planning and hosting a fabulous convention! 


I also missed James Smith's lecture "A Proposed New Classification 
System for the Species of Columnea" because now that I had a charged cam- 
era battery I wanted to take some more photographs of the show plants, and 
time was limited. According to Peter Shalit, "Jim discussed using DNA 
analysis to try to understand the relationships within the genus Columnea 
sensu lato (in the broad sense). Some of the DNA studies agree with current 
subgenera, but not all; and Jim may propose splitting off one or two of the 
subgenera into their own genus again. He also made the interesting point that 
a "species" is a valid biologic concept but that larger groupings (subgenus, 
genus, subfamily, family) are more arbitrary; hence "lumpers" and "splitters" 
can both be correct, it's just how you look at things." 

After Julie and I got our phytosanitary certificates, we had a little time 
before the dinner cruise — and we took the time to pack! Any physicist who 
tells you two objects cannot occupy the same space at the same time has 
never seen a plant lover pack a suitcase full of plants.

When I was asked to write about how I grew some of my entries in the 
54th Annual Convention Flower Show here in Vancouver, I was surprised 
but delighted to share. My hope is that growers everywhere will find some of 
my experiences interesting and helpful. 


The Episcias — These are some the easiest gesneriads for me to grow 
because the warm temperatures in my apartment home suit them so well. 
They develop very quickly and are capable of becoming show quality plants 
in as little as three to four months for me. 


Episcia cupreata ‘Metallica’ is quite literally a big favorite, and one that 
I have had in my collection for about ten years. It constantly produces run- 
ners or stolons that I remove once I am happy with the general shape of the 
plant. Sometimes removing the stolons will encourage the plant to set flower 
buds, and at other times all it does is create even more stolons. I'm not sure 
what triggers an Episcia to flower but I was gratified that the plant in the 
convention show did so that it could be entered in a flowering class for a 
change. 


Episcia lilacina ‘Blue Nile’ ranks in my mind as another one that I will 
always have in my collection. Although a shy bloomer, the rich foliage col- 
oration makes it a very distinctive and worthwhile cultivar to grow. When it 
does decide to bloom, the wait is well worth it. You will be rewarded with 
beautiful large, lavender-blue flowers. It also constantly produces stolons 
that can be propagated to share with friends or used to start another plant 
when the original's growth pattern becomes unattractive and rangy. I wick 
water all my Episcias because, in my experience, they are all extremely 
heavy drinkers when actively growing. Contrary to what we often read about 
Episcias preferring lower light conditions, I grew these two show plants 
close to the end of an upper shelf of a plant stand under four T12 tubes, 
which were on 13 hours a day. My soil mix consists of 1 part Bell's seedling 
mix to 2 parts each perlite and vermiculite. I augment this mix with a cup of 
fine charcoal (the kind you can buy for use in aquarium filters) and a table- 
spoon of lime. 


The Chiritas — These have been a challenge for me to grow well 
because the prevailing conditions in my home are too warm — or so I 
thought. After growing Chiritas unwicked, bottom-watered, under one tube, 
and on the lowest shelf for years with dismal results, I found somewhat 
improved growth when I added more intense light in the form of a second 
tube. About 2 years ago, I decided to try wicking a very sad-looking Chirita 
sinensis latifolia 'dwarf' that I had bought at a convention plant sale the year 
before and judged to be "expendable." I also moved it to another shelf lit by 
four tubes. Much to my surprise, it started to look better and almost immedi- 
ately began to grow rapidly. Last fall, it produced an amazing number of 
flower stalks that put on quite a display! That experiment stimulated me to 
wick a few more Chiritas in my collection to see what would happen. 


Chirita 'Hotei' will always be special to me because the plant that was 
entered in the flower show is descended from a leaf that was given to me by 
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Chirita 'Hotet' 


Gesneria 'Ako Cardinal Flight’ 
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Frances Batcheller herself. It literally transformed itself when I placed it on a 
wick, as did Chirita 'Rachel', a lovely, symmetrical plant in or out of 
bloom, which was hybridized by Carolyn Conlin-Lane and named for her 
daughter. It is a true miniature for me and remains quite comfortable growing 
in a 3" azalea pot. Wicking both these Chiritas and others in my collection 
has resulted in much more vigorous growth, better leaf coloration and almost 
continuous blooming. 


Chirita linearifolia is another convention plant sale acquisition that has 
been in my collection in one form or another since the early 1990's. Over the 
years, I have tried growing it in a bonsai dish and other decorative containers 
with mediocre results and spotty blooming. I decided to put it into a larger 
azalea pot about three or four years ago and let it do its own thing. I haven't 
yet wicked this one, but am evaluating a new soil mix that was in use at the 
greenhouse where our sales plants were propagated. This consists mainly of 
desalinated coir and small amounts of horticultural-grade perlite and vermic- 
ulite. After I had entered this plant in the Ornamental Value class, it was 
suggested to me that I consider moving it to the class for Trained or 
Sculptured Gesneriads. The problem was that I had done nothing specific to 
manipulate its growth pattern: It naturally branched of its own accord when it 
was placed in the larger pot. All I did was remove leaves as they yellowed 
and died, which exposed the woody trunks. It does share something in com- 
mon with the wicked Chiritas, in that it requires large amounts of water 
every couple of days to keep it looking its best. 


Gesnerias — It had been quite a number of years since I last grew any 
Gesnerias, but if I was remembering correctly, they were hogs for water, too. 
When I was lucky enough recently to acquire a cutting of Toshijiro Okuto's 
beautiful hybrid Gesneria 'Ako Cardinal Flight', I immediately placed it on 
a wick once it was firmly rooted. The plant never looked back and soon 
began to grow quickly and develop flower stalks from nearly every leaf axil. 
The plant that was shown at convention was about six months old. I use 
small amounts of an Osmocote-type slow-release fertilizer (19-6-12) top 
watered into the soil when activating the wicks of all my plants. My plants 
are transplanted frequently, so I seldom have trouble with salt build-up in the 
soil. 


The "Smelly" Gesneriads — Yes, fragrant gesneriads do exist, and it 
was quite a revelation at convention this year to find many more that did 
have scent. In late 2006, Ben Paternoster gave me a small, dormant tuber of 
his hybrid, Sinningia 'Magic Moment’. | planted it and waited eagerly for 
about two months for it to sprout. A cross between Sinningia conspicua and 
S. amambayensis, it grew rapidly, branched without any encouragement from 
me, and flowered heavily. The leaf texture is sticky, and everything from 
leaves to stems to flowers has a faint, lemony scent. When one growth cycle 
ends, another begins immediately and, to date, this Sinningia has never gone 
completely dormant for me. Sometimes the growth cycle will produce tall, 
upright stems, and at other times the pattern is more compact and rosette- 
like. Whatever shape it decides to grow in, it always rewards me with lots of 
attractive rosy-pink, tubular flowers that I've even used in a fresh-cut floral 
design class. The flowers have pollen, and the plant very amiably produces 
plenty of offsets to share. In fact, it has become a favorite of many growers 
here in the Pacific Northwest. The plant that was shown at convention grew 
from the same tuber that Ben gave me almost four years ago. 
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Another strongly scented gesneriad is Chiritopsis repanda var. guilinen- 
sis — so much so that its fragrance, which reminds me of "Old Spice" 
aftershave lotion, easily fills a room. I was lucky enough to get some seed 
that was available in the Gesneriad Society's Seed Fund for a short time back 
in 1998. I remember asking Maryjane Evans how she managed to get her 
plant to set seed, and her reply was that it wasn't easy. (She ended up using 
an artist's paintbrush with only one hair to pollinate those tiny flowers!) 
Happily, this plant will propagate readily from stem or leaf cuttings. It has 
sticky, glandular hairs that act as great barometers for the number of fungus 
gnats that might be around, too. One long, multi-branched flower stalk 
emerges per leaf axil that carries with it many white, tubular flowers that last 
only about a day. The plant is always in bloom, and the effect created by the 
flowers reminds me of a spray of "baby's breath." When each flower stalk 
finishes blooming, the leaf that supports it will yellow and drop off leaving 
bare, unattractive stems, which is then the time to renew the plant by cutting 
off the crown and re-rooting it. 


I hope that some of my adventures with gesneriads will inspire you to 
experiment with new ideas and ways of growing them within your own col- 
lections. Always question what you hear and read about what gesneriads 
need to grow well in our homes and don't be afraid to try different 
approaches to providing for those needs until you find what works best in the 
environment you have to offer them. Once you've unraveled those chal- 
lenges, you will experience your own 'Magic Moment!’

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How I Grew the Collection of Sinningias

The genus Sinningia includes plants with a large range of sizes, growth 
forms and flower varieties. It was a fun challenge to plan this Sinningia col- 
lection as I wanted it to contain interesting plants that reflected some of the 
variety present in this fascinating genus. First I will describe the aspects of 
my growing conditions that are similar for all these plants and then I will 
address the conditions that are different for the specific varieties. 


The plants are all grown in a very light open mix consisting of 1/3 each 
by volume of reconstituted New Zealand sphagnum moss pellets, perlite and 
vermiculite. I try to buy the coarsest perlite and vermiculite available. To this 
mix, I add some dolomite lime (our water here is slightly acid) and some fine 
charcoal. Watering is done twice a week while the plants are actively grow- 
ing and reduced to very infrequently if/when they go dormant. 


Repotting is usually done when the pot is outgrown (e.g., the tuber is 
distorting the pot shape), and the plant is just starting active growth. I use 
shallow plastic pots, either "azalea" or "pan" styles. While growing, I fertil- 
ize weekly with several commercially available fertilizers (such as 20-20-20, 
15-30-15 and "fish") used in rotation at 1/4 strength (that is, if dilution direc- 
tions advise | tsp./gal. monthly, I use 1/4 tsp./gal weekly). The plants are 
grown under artificial fluorescent lights (2 or 4 tubes on for 12 hours per 
day) or natural light. Temperature range is from 18-22°C (64-72°F) in winter 
and 21-28°C (70-82°F) in summer. Now some information about the specific 
plants: 


Sinningia defoliata — This plant was grown from seed sown in 2002. 
The plants grew slowly, usually with single large leaves and tubers that 
slowly enlarged above the soil surface. Flowering stalks with bright red 
flowers emerge directly from the tuber surface either before or while the 
leaves are present. This plant has a variable dormancy period during which 
no water is given as it is quite sensitive to rotting if kept wet while dormant. 
When growing however, it requires a large amount of water or the foliage 
will wilt and crack. As the plant matured, it began to produce multiple leaves 
and this is the first time it has made five. It grows best at the corner of a 4- 
tube shelf and is left in place while dormant. 


Sinningia guttata — This plant is about six years old from seed. 
Although I also grow this species under lights (at the edge of 4 tubes), this 
particular plant grows in an east window in my office. Under lights, it has 
brief Gf any) dormancy periods. In natural light, it has a more pronounced 
dormancy period in the winter when I reduce watering. I resume regular 
watering when new growth starts in about February. The tuber forms right at 
the soil surface. 

Sinningia 'Tomorrow' — Peter Shalit hybridized this interesting plant 
with peloric upright-facing flowers. It is about four years old from a cutting 
and prefers high light, right in the center of a 4-tube shelf. As it matures, the 
tuber soon enlarges above the soil surface and new shoots emerge from all 
over the tuber surface. It also has a short dormancy period during which it is 
kept dry. Water and fertilizer are resumed when new growth emerges. 
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Sinningia ‘Li'l Georgie' — This new hybrid of Sinningia sp."Rio das 
Pedras" x S. concinnna was made by Jim Steuerlein of Florida. It is a florif- 
erous compact-growing hybrid that I grow open and wicked, right in the 
center and a couple inches below a 2-tube fixture. 


Sinningia ‘Prudence Risley' — This is another newly released hybrid by 
Jim Steuerlein. Named in honor of a prominent woman in the history of 
Cornell University, his "old school," it is a compact grower and floriferous. 
After a couple cycles of single-stem growths, it produces multiple crowns 
which produce flowers over an extended period. It is grown at the middle 
edge of a 4-tube shelf. 


In conclusion, I would encourage everyone to try growing and exhibiting 
plants for single-genus collections. It's a challenge but rewarding to see the 
results. Good growing!

Like all good doctors, Bill recognizes the inherent problems with conta- 
gious diseases and about fifteen years ago yielded to the afflictions of 
growing plants and joined The Gesneriad Society as a Life Member. The 
caregivers who lovingly surrounded and comforted Bill soon found them- 
selves to also be victims of the same malaise and they surrendered to the 
delirium of membership. It is no wonder that such "lambs are led to slaugh- 
ter" by such a cult leader who taunts them with his numerous Best-in-Show 
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ribbons and trophies from The Gesneriad Society and various African Violet 
societies.

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2010 Awards for Research in Gesneriaceae

Research in the Gesneriaceae in 2010 has been supported by The 
Gesneriad Society in the form of awards from the Elvin McDonald Research 
Endowment Fund and the Nellie D. Sleeth Scholarship Endowment Fund. 


Laura Clavijo Romero, as a 2010 awardee of funds from the Elvin 
McDonald Research Endowment Fund (EMREF), received $2,500 for her 
research. Ms. Clavijo is currently a Ph.D. student at the Department of 
Biological Sciences at the University of Alabama, working with Professor 
John L. Clark. Laura's topic for her dissertation is the diversity and systemat- 
ics of the genus Drymonia (Gesneriaceae) and she will be using the award 
funds to study this large neotropical genus. She has been involved in research 
in Gesneriaceae for several years after receiving a B.S. degree in Biology at 
the Universidad Nacional de Colombia. She has been the curator of 
Gesneriaceae at the National Herbarium of Colombia in Bogota and involved 
in the checklist of the Flora of Colombia responsible for the family 
Gesneriaceae. She has traveled extensively in Colombia as well as Cuba for 
research and been involved in several research projects in Gesneriaceae as 
well as other plant families. In 2008 she had an internship supported by The 
Gesneriad Society at the Marie Selby Botanical Gardens where she com- 
pleted a project "Taxonomic revision of the genus Drymonia (Gesneriaceae) 
for Colombia." Laura and John L. Clark have produced a short on-line guide 
to Drymonia at <http://bit.ly/b2PGCZ>. 


With the awarded funds, Laura will travel to South America so that she 
can collect Drymonia in countries other than Colombia and visit herbaria 
with important collections of Drymonia specimens, such as those at the New 
York Botanical Garden, Missouri Botanical Garden in St. Louis, and the 
Field Museum in Chicago, as well as in the countries where she will be doing 
field work. 


The 2010 Sleeth Scholar is Jeremy Keene who will receive $4,500 from 
the Nellie D. Sleeth Scholarship Endowment Fund (NDSSEF). Mr. Keene is 
currently undertaking research for his Ph.D. degree at Ohio University in 
Athens, Ohio under the direction of Professor Harvey Ballard. Jeremy's the- 
sis topic is a revision of Diastema and Monopyle (Gesneriaceae). These two 
genera, which are seldom grown and don't often appear in gesneriad shows, 
have generic and species limits that are unclear. Jeremy has B.S. and M.S. 
degrees from Missouri State University and only began research in 
Gesneriaceae after coming to Ohio University. 


In studying Diastema and Monopyle, Jeremy plans to undertake morpho- 
logical and molecular studies of the genera to try to assess the boundaries of 
the genera as well as related genera. He will also be looking at hybridization 
and biogeographic origins within the Diastema/Monopyle relationship and 
will revise the genera. The NDSSEF funding will be used for his molecular 
studies and field work in Central and South America. The two genera, which 
are native from Mexico south to Bolivia but mainly found in the Andean 
mountains, are found in similar damp shaded habitats in their range. Since 
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they are both rhizomatous, it should be possible to grow them in cultivation 
for greenhouse studies and have fresh material for molecular work. Mr. 
Keene's research will also be supported by funds from Ohio University. 


Members of the EMREF and NDSSEF committees hope that both Laura 
and Jeremy will attend the World Gesneriad Conference at Selby Gardens, 
along with previous recipients of research awards from The Gesneriad 
Society. 

Both the Elvin McDonald Research Endowment Fund and the Nellie D. 
Sleeth Scholarship Endowment Fund rely on donations to continue to sup- 
port research so that we can all learn more about Gesneriaceae. If any 
members of the Society know of worthy students, and/or wish to have more 
information about the funds or copies of the guidelines, they can email me at 
the address above.

Calyx split, brown and 
red, 0.5 in. long, pedicel 2 in. long with 2-3 flowers per leaf axil. Corolla salverform, 1.25 in. 
long X | in. wide, red orange. Blue Ribbon 2006, Denver African Violet Convention. 


Episcia 'Thad's Yellow Bird’, 2008, IRO81092, Thad Scaggs, FL. (E. ‘Suomi’ hybrid x self). 
Cross made Sept. 8, 2005, planted Jan. 24, 2006 and first flowered June 18, 2006. Fertile but 
reproducible only vegetatively. Rosette with stolons. Leaves bullate, light silver green with 
bright green edges, 4 to 4.5 in. long x 3 in. wide with 2 in. petiole, ovate with crenate margin, 
rounded tip and cuneate base. Calyx split, green, 0.75 in. long, pedicel | in. long with 4 flowers 
per leaf axil. Corolla salverform, | in. long x | in. wide, yellow. First mentioned 2007, African 
Violet Magazine 60(6) 36. 

Sinningia ‘Mae's Amethyst', 2008, IR081093, Liu Wai Kuen, Hong Kong. (S. 'Laura'’ x 
unnamed hybrid). Cross made Jan. 2007, planted Feb. 2007 and first flowered Aug. 2008. 
Reproducible only vegetatively. Rosette. Leaves dark green, 2 to 3 in. long Xx 2 in. wide, 0.5 in. 
petiole, ovate with crenate margin, acute tip and oblique base. Calyx split, green, 0.3125 in. 
long. Pedicel about 2 in. with one flower. Corolla salverform, about 0.75 in. long x about 0.25 
in. wide, violet with deep purple throat, center of throat light yellow with deep purple dots. 
Colors change from violet to blue with age. 

Sinningia 'Mae's Trumpet', 2008, IR081094, Liu Wai Kuen, Hong Kong. (S. ‘Laura’ x 
unnamed hybrid). Cross made Jan. 2007, planted Feb. 2007 and first flowered Aug. 2008. 
Reproducible only vegetatively. Rosette. Leaves hairy, dark green, 2 to 3 in. long x 2 in. wide, 
0.5 in. petiole, ovate with crenate margin, acute tip and oblique base. Calyx split, green, 0.43 in. 
long. Pedicel 2 in. tall with one flower. Corolla long and narrow salverform, about 1.25 in. long 
x about 0.25 in. wide, violet with deep purple throat. 

Sinningia 'Pink Dragonfly', 2008, IR081095, Liu Wai Kuen, Hong Kong. (S. 'April Starr’ x S. 
‘Purple Soda'). Cross made June 2007, planted Aug. 2007 and first flowered Apr. 2008. 
Reproducible only vegetatively. Rosette. Leaves hairy, light green, 2 to 3 in. long x about 2 in. 
wide, orbicular with crenate margin, acuminate tip and cordate base. Calyx split, green and 
brown, 0.125 in. long. Pedicel 1.5 in tall with one flower. Corolla salverform, about | in. long x 
0.375 in. wide, pink with plum purple throat. 
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Back to Basics: Seeds

Gesneriad seeds vary quite a bit in size and shape. Some rhizomatous 
gesneriads such as Eucodonias have seeds as fine as dust. Even the largest 
gesneriad seeds (probably Codonanthes) are still quite tiny. Therefore, when 
you work with seeds you need to watch the direction and force of your 
breathing and stay away from furnace or air conditioning ducts. Seriously! 


If your plant has a dry capsule (like a Sinningia or Streptocarpus), wait 
until the capsule has fully dried and turned brown before removing it from 
the plant. Take a 4"x4" piece (or larger if you are processing several cap- 
sules) of white or light-colored paper and fold it in half. Write the name of 
the plant on the paper. Now split open the ripe seedpod over the paper and 
the seeds will fall into the folded area. I use a straight pin or toothpick to 
scrape inside the pod. You can remove the chaff by just barely wetting the tip 
of a toothpick and touching the non-seed material to lift it away from the 
seeds.

If your plant has a berry (like a Columnea), watch for it to ripen and 
change color and maybe turn a bit opaque. The berry is ripe when it will eas- 
ily separate from its base after gently rocking it back and forth. (If there is 
resistance, the berry is not yet ripe and you should check it again in a few 
days.) Pick the ripe berry and squish out all the pulp and seeds from the outer 
skin onto a sheet of white paper that has been folded in half creating a crease 
down the center. Write the name of the plant on the paper. Discard the outer 
casing of the berry and spread the seeds and pulp out in a thin layer using 
your index finger. (The pulp may be watery or thick depending on the vari- 
ety.) Let that spread-out mixture dry on the paper for a day or two. Again 
using your index finger, very gently rub the seeds on the paper and they will 
release from the dried pulp. Folding the paper at the pre-formed crease will 
allow the seeds to gather there for transfer into seed storage packets. 


There's a complication for capsules on some gesneriads like 
Nautilocalyx pemphidius or Diastema latiflorum if grown in high humidity. I 
found when those ripe capsules split open, often the seeds quickly sprout

berries (full and split open)

inside the capsule before one can harvest them. In that case, it's best to lift 
the tiny seedlings out of the capsule, and place them in high humidity, per- 
haps in the same container with the mother plant. You'll have plants to share 
rather than seeds. 


If your plant has a fleshy capsule (like an Episcia or Nematanthus), and 
there are many different shapes and types of these, the way to remove the 
seeds may vary but basically is similar to one of the methods described 
above. The fleshy capsule can be like a dry capsule but the seeds may be 
somewhat sticky and/or be surrounded by a small quantity of pulp, in which 
case you would remove the almost-dry seeds and spread them out on a paper 
to dry completely. The fruit may also be a fleshy berry-like capsule that 
looks like a berry but has a suture line (or several) or may be a display fruit 
that splits open and exposes its seeds like some Drymonias and 
Nematanthus. Again, the seeds can easily be picked out or scraped off the 
interior walls of the fruit and then spread out on a paper to dry completely. 


Decide what percentage of the seeds you'll set aside to sow and/or 
donate to The Gesneriad Society Seed Fund. I store seeds on tissue paper, 
either the type for hair perms, or I cut up gift tissue paper into about 2"x3" 
rectangles. The tissue paper is folded in half, then folded in from the sides 
and down from the top so that seeds will not escape when I put the packet 
into a small envelope with the genus and species name or the names of the 
hybrid's parents (seed parent's name first) and the date of harvesting. To store 
seeds, I purchase wax-paper-type glassine envelopes either on the Internet or 
from a local stamp collecting club that purchases in bulk. I sort the envelopes 
by genera so it's easy to find what I'd like to sow. I store the envelopes in a 
plastic container with a snap lid and put the container in the refrigerator. 
Next time we'll discuss sowing the seeds as some of you may not have sown 
your mixed seeds that came with your new membership.
